But the desire for di-ink and 
tobacco was completel.v gone, .•snd foi- 
some years now he has rendered en- 
thusiastic and devoted senice to the 
Army, A well set-up Japane.s,-, witli 
a fine voice and a convincing manner, 
he possesses all the elements of lead- 
ership. He loves Open-Air fighting 
and revels in a battle for souls. Since 
bis conversion he has prospered in 
bu.sincjs, and is a liberal contributor 
to the CoriL-^i fund.';. His wife scarcely 
misses a Meeting throughout the 
week, is ever ready to speak, sing or 
prny, and is the Secretary of the 
Corps Home Ijeague.

Notorious Pickpocket Saved 

Some time ago a notorious pick- 
pocket named Tokusaburo, who had 
suffered no fewer than thirteen im- 
prisonments, was attracted by a:; 
Open-Air Meeting, thinking it a good 
opportunity for one of his particular 
"profession." While jostling his way 
through the crowd he heard someone 
in the ring say, "Hod can change a 
dishonest man into an honest, useful, 
happy, and good man. He can even 
s:avc the outcaiL of outcasts!" He 
was arrested bv the words, followed 
tii the Hall, and was soundly eon- 
verted. Honest employment was found 
for him, and to-day he is a model 
workman among hundreds of men in 
a large porcelain factory. Recently he 
testified, "I am glad I am saved, and 
r. h'jmhle, but honest, workri-iaii. luy 
outside rtppearance i.s poor, but inside 
I am clean, wa5hed by the Rlocd of 
Jesus. I know I am not dressed as 
well as that gentleman over there. Tf 
I wanted to be attired as finely as he 
is. and have a gold watch and chain, 
why I could have them in a jiffy by 
picking a few pockets! But, thank 
God, the desire has completely gone. 
T am new-bom!" 

Persecutions of converts by families 
and friends is, of course, frequent. A 
couple of years ago a young school 
teacher was converted in an Army 
Meeting and became instrumental in 
winning twenty of her school friends 
to Christ. Her parents, however, were 
bitterly opposed to the stand she had 
taken, and did all they possibly could 
to break down her endurance, but .she 
remained firm. Being convinced! that 
the course she had taken was a right 
one, and that she ought to give her 
services to the Army, she applied for 
Officership. In order to get m.te the 
Training Garrison she ran away from 
home. She was traced to Tokio, and 
her mother, aecompanied by the 
schoolmaster, came to take her back. 
She refused to go, and was subjected 
to a severe beating. She was advised 
by the Training Officer that under the 
circumstances it might be wise for her 
to return to her parents for a short 
while, but she insisted that God had 
called her, and she had no alternative 
but to go on. A month later her father 
came, put her through severe torture, 
and finally forcibly carried her away 
and had her locked up. Although sne 
has as yet been unable to return, her 
spirit is just as brave as ever; she is 
keeping true to her vows and is pray- 
ing daily that the way will quickly 
be opened for her to return to the 
work to which she is called.

Now the wife takes her stand as a goci 
Soldier and she also has signed the 
"Articles" which once she despised.

Little Mqanten started to attend our 
CoTripany Meetings, and got converted, 
which eventually led to the conversion 
of his mother. Time went on, and the 
family was settled on the Army's 
Farm, and the Umfundisi were al- 
ways looked unon as their 'father and 
mother.' Seldom did Mqanten ever 
pass the Quarters without first seeV- 



ing an opportunity to say his 'Saku 
bona' to his Umfundisi. 

"One day woi-d' was received that 
Umfundisi was to move to another 
centre. This was hard, alike to Mqan- 
ten and his mother. Mqanten left the 
Meeting in tears when the announce- 
ment was made, and a few days later 
again stood outside the door of the 
Quarters. He did not smile, for he 
was sad; and as he stepped forward 
he said, 'Mother I have come to say 
"Good-bye," ' and out from a little rag 
he took a coin, which he handed to 
Umfundisi kaii in recognition of the 
love and kindness shown him in the 
past. Unable to say any more, he left 
hurriedly, and went his way weeping. 
It was his only coin, worth about six 
cents, and he had very little hope of 
getting another for many days to 
come--but it - was HIS THANK- 
OFFERING."

Some remarkable changes have been 
brought about since the time sixteen 
years ago when the pioneer mission- 
ary Officers stepped on Korean soil.

.ill sides and the Army made pain- 
fully slow progress. Bit by bit, hov/- 
ever, the Organization battled its way. 
Converts were made, institutions 
erected, a Tr.-'.ining G?.rrison .<itai^ed 
and the result to-day is that there are 
over two hundred Corps, a number 
of splendid Institutions, 170 native 
Ofirirers and over 1,000 Soldiers. Sure- 
ly an advance for which to praise God! 
■ The Army has won its widening 
way into the hearts of the people and 
gained the esteem of all the autjiorit- 
ies through its Social and Relief work. 
Recently the Army took over the 
whole of the relief work in the city 
of Seoul, whereas, in former years, 
!his has only been doiiu in part. 
No Religion of Theii- Own 

Koreans have no religion of their 
own. This, in a way, is not a disad- 
vantage, as it is a most difficult task 
to drive out a false religion from a 
people. There are temples to Con- 
fucius and Buddha in the country, but 
the.se religions are imported and not 
held in serious i-egard by the majority 
of the populace. 

On the other hand the people, espe- 
cially those in the interior, believe in 
evij spirits which they sav are respon- 
sible for sickness and the like, and 
favor the spreading of disease. Here, 
came the Army's opportunity in this 
direction and to-day an excellent 
medical work is in operation with Dis- 
pensaries and Child Welfare Clinics 
under trained supervision. 

A splendid Institution commenced 
by Major Hill who recently toured 
Canada with the Korean Party is the 
Korean Boys' Home which has done 
magnijicent work among the home- 
less boys of Seoul, Hundreds of poor, 
puny, half -starved specimens of infan- 
tile humanity are picked up ofT the 
streets and with care and kindness 
have been transformed into good citi- 
zens. The Institution pas connected 
with it a farm for stock-raising and 
aqrricultural purposes, also industrial 
plants, such as weaving, tailoring and 
shoe-making, where excellent work ig 
turned out. In connection with the 
latter establishment a pair of boots, 
made for the Governor-General, were 
pronounced by him to be first class. 
Dormant Musical Talent 

The Korean peonle are not a musical 
people, but the fact that the Boy's 
Home possesses a fine Band capable 
of discoursing sweet music and is in 
much demand is evidence, not only of 
the great pains taken in the trainin^t 



of the lads, but of the fact thiii. ilie 
talent is there, only needing t. be 
brought out. 

The Anny has done niueh foi- the 
women and girls of Korea. Year.- jijro 
women were looked unon n?. p;v, : or 
the goods and chattels of the ba.se 
and had little sav regarding (.■■.■m- 
selves. Now the feeling is ch;itii;ing 
and women are coming into thoJr nwn 
with great rapidity. The AiTn>' in- 
stituted a radical innovation 1)>- the 
training of women for Olticer.shii.. It 
has r.BV.' been proved thai, giviMi a 
chance, the women make as gooii Of- 
ficers as the men, and in many ciises 
better. The women especial! j' trive 
shown splendid eourage in tinu-: of 
persecution. 

Helping Destitute Girls 

lit.-Commi.ssioner Paistra, the iirps- 
t:nt Teniloiial Commander who is 
greatly loved and esteemed In K'nea, 
lecentiy had the old Home foi- l>eR- 
titute Girls demolished anil in its 
place a substantial and up-to-date edi- 
fice erected. This Institution is ac- 
complishing a great work. 

With the coming of Western civili- 
zation Uufortuiialely many of its evils 
crept into the lives of the Kore.nn peo- 
ple. A few years ago, the Major de- 
clar°d, a drunken manwas never suen; 
now, owing to the imnortation.s of 
wines and whiskies, intoxieate<l men 
may be seen every day. To fight 
against this great evil ijie Armv pub- 
lishes annually an "Anti-Drink" num- 
ber of the "War Cry" and this lost 
year reached a ciixulation of ."iO.OOO. 
It has a decided influence on the peo- 
nle. Every employee on the railioad 
is given a copy, these amounting to 
over 3,000.

Reported Killed in Action 

Memorial Service was Held for Him 

but He Came Back Again — Event 

Recalled by Winnipeg Bandsman 
on Meeting Colonel Miller 

Bandsman Sam Davey of the Win- 
nipeg Citadel was in reminiscent mood 
one evening when we were discussing 
our new Chief Secretary. Read Bro- 
ther Davey's experience, told by him- 
self, and there will be little wonder 
at i;he veteran Bandsman lapsinff into 
retrospect: 

"I -was a Military Tjeaguer in Ber- 
muda, and as such a Soldier of Ham- 
ilton Corps during the early days of 
Adjutant and Mrs. Miller's stay there, 
being enrolled by them. During No- 
vember, 1899, my Battalion {the Wor- 
eesters) was placed under orders for 
the Boer Wav. Well do I remember 
the text Mrs. 'Miller gave us to take 
with us, 'Him that overcometh will 
I make a nillar in the temple of my 
God.' 

"We duly arrived at Table Bay, and 
moved towards the Front, thra-jgh 
Maauport to Rensburg. forming the 
acquaintance of Ensign Hooper during 
cur brief stay. On for another nine- 
teen miles we went to establish and 
hold connection with the enemy. The 
next day we received our baptism of 
fire in a reconnaissance in force, hut 
no casualties were received on our 
sifJe. 

"Early in Fehmary, 1900, our In- 
telligence Department obtained infor- 
mation that an attack in force would 
he delivered on our position at a near 
(late. A Boer despatch-rider with his 
despatches, coming into our hands, 
established the date as Febniary 12, 
but the time of day was not known. 

"There were no men with which we 
could be reinforce<l. General French 
had; been called to relieve Kimbei-ley, 
and he took all the cavalry with him, 
leaving General Clement in command. 

"The attack on our position was 
delivered about 3.45 a.m., and my 
Company was practically blotted out, 
only twentv-nine being left. The 
enemv. under the cover of darkness, 
reached a.=; near as twenty-five y&rAs 
to some of a-jr positions arid that uis- 
tance was maintained for some hours. 
The battle finished about R o'clock, 
after about five hours' fijrhtin^ at 
twentv-five yards' range. I received 
mv fir.st wound in this battle, this 
to' be rapidlv followed by eleven other 
flesh wounds. Being captured I was 
removed to the Boer Laager. My 
Battalion was ordered back in the 
general withdrawal on Ren.sburg', af- 
terward.s on to Arundel. 

"At the roll call on February 13 I 
was missed, and one of rrv comrades 
reported ine as killed, having been in 
the picket with me, H-,s W'ord was 
accepted. My name u-ith others was 
forwarded to the War OITiee a.i being 
dead. My relatives were officially 
notified, and it was given out to the 
newspapers. 

"Adiutant Miller, readinp; the same 
in black and white, held my Memorial 
Service, at which Uvo .souls were con- 
verted to God. 

"After this I fought in about eighty 
engagements, helping to take Zanna's 
Post, Thabanchu, Kronstadt, Heilhron, 
Vereeniean, .Taburg, Pretoria, Dia- 
mond Hill, and fought in guerilla war- 
fare for months at a time, travelling 
over 60,000 miles. 

"I welcomed Colonel and Mrs. Miller 
with joy Avhen they came to Winnincg 
and can now say that 'this same God 
has been my Helper and helps me 
now.' "
